niexcitable man of politics and scientist in the 
ight of a lover; but Jeflerson was, in bis eaily 
years, a very susceptible young gentleman.

Nothing more rollicking, gay, even extrava- 
gantly comic could be Imagined than certain 
wssages in these epistles—notably that in which 
he describes at length and in detail how Satan 
came through a hole in the roof while he was 
asleep, and taking the form of a ral, stole his 
' genimy worked garteis." Uis fair enslaver— 
to whom he constantly refers In these letters- 
was Miss Kebecca Burwell, tha daughter of a 
jentleinan of Gloucester. Lie writes about her 
,o his friend, John Page, Esq., afterward Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, which ollice he, too, was to 
iold. He is nervously fearful ttmt somebody 
will discover who his sweetheart is; so, alter 
.he fashion of the time, lie bestows a name ex- 
tracted from the dictionary of love, Belinda. 
Every fair one then was Cbluo, or Daphne, or 
florella ; Miss Burwell was Belinda. But 31r- 
linda, the suitor fairs, is far too plain. His se- 
cret will be penetrated, his movements be 
watched, his love discovered. Therefore, he 
translates Belinda into Latin and calls the 
yoiing lady Campana-in-die—" Bell-in-tlay !" 
Greek letters were occasionally employed to 
wrap up from profane glances the dear one's 
mine, and it was even written backward in 
.ireek, and becomes Adnilch? 
We read of 


,bese follies ol the afterward famous man with 
i certain amused interest, and they seem to 
Jring the sajje of Monlicello and " apostle of 
Democracy " a great deal nearer to us. He is 
a man like ourselves, not a mcie historic figure. 
Ie is not writing I'residenlial messages yet, 
')ut ''danciiiE with Belinda at the Apollo"— 
-hat famous room in tlie Raleigh tavern where 
he youth grown to manhood was to organize, 
.hrough the committee of correspondence, re- 
iistance to the British crown. He is a boy, 
iud is indisputably in love in this good year of 
1703, and he courts and sighs, and tiii's'to cap- 
ure his pretty little sweetheart—as pious, it 
s said.as she was beautiful—and like his friend 
George Washington, fails. The young lady 
vill not he captured. There is much reason 
o conclude that she gave Mr, Thomas Jetler- 
on " the slipper," sending him adrift the most 
inhappy of lovers, for we soon find him writ- 
tig in the saddest strain about his prospects; 
ilanniug a sailboat voyage to Europe, and a re- 
urn " through the British provinces to the 
northward," and proposing schemes for the fu- 
ure, unconnected with his dear" Campana-in- 
die!" This lady afterward married Mr. Jac- 
liielin Ambler, the 
beloved and 
respected 


Treasurer of Virginia, and it is a somewhat 
lotable fact that Miss Mary Cary. who dis- 
carded Washington, was united to Mr. Edward 
Ambler, brothel of the gentlemen who married 
Miss Rebecca Burwell, who discarded Jeffer- 
on! The dli majores of that epoch were un- 
ortunate, and seem to have been taught, by 
he saddest experience, that " kissing eoes by 
avor." Another coincidence between the ma- 
timonlal fates of Washington and Jefferson 
was to present itself. 
Rejected by Belinda, 


Tom. Jefferson, as he was called by his friends, 
retook himself to law and politics, seeking in 
lusty tomes and political aspiration some salve 
'or his grievous wound. The day came, how- 
ever, when Cupid again asserted his sway. 
Jefferson made tbe acquaintance of a beautiful 
young widow—note tbat Washington, disap- 
winted in love also, met wlt'ia lovely young 
widow—Mr. Jefferson's "friend" beingacer- 
ain Martha Skelton (the Martha being an ad- 
ditional coincidence,) a wealthy young dame of 
' The Forest " in Charles City. This young 
iciress be bore of! from every competitor. All 
his accomplishments were used to that end, hia 
wit, badinage, fiddle playing and lover-like ar- 
lor. At last be succeeded, and a great wed- 
ling took place at " Tho Forest " on a night of 
winter, the huge logs driving away with their 
blaze the chill of January, the same month in 
vhicli Washington had married his fair widow, 
Martha. On the next day tne groom and his 
iride set out in their coacl. for Montieello, then 
n process of erection on a spur of the Blue Ridge. 
At "Blenheim," tie house of Colonel Carter, 
icar the mountain, they were cnught by a 
snow storm, forced to leave their coach, and 
impelled to continue their journey on horse- 
back, floundering through deep snow-drifts. 
Jefterson was in dispair, but the bride was in 
the highest spirits. They struggled out up tbe 
mountain roads for eight weary miles, through 
the snow-sluouded landscape, and only arrived 
after night to find all cold, dark and cheerless. 
3ut this did not abate the gayety of tbe bean- 
tif'ul young bride. She saluted their mishap 
with laughter—a fire was soon kindled tu a lit- 
tle pavilion—they found some wine and bis- 
cuits behind some old law books on the shelves, 
and hour after hour of the cold winter nighi 
was spent in song and laughter I 


The Old South Church is the historic church 


of Boston, and at a meeting in it lately when it 
was sold, the famous orator Wendell Phillips 
said :— 


" I look around in this hall, and I recall, my 


friends, tbat into this window, over this former 
pulpit, Dr. Joseph Warren climbed on the an- 
niversary of the-Boston massacre, when tlie 
doorways and the aisles were filled with armed 
soldiery, threatening him with death if he 
spoka. 
Leaping into the pulpit he made that

Shall I tell you again that just one hundred 
years ago, on this very floor on which you 
stand, covered by two feet and a half of earth 
aud gravel, was the ring of the riding school 
when the British, soldiery stood in the city of 
Boston around these galleries? In this arena 
the soldieiy of George III. tried the mettle of 
their horses, and turned this sanctuary of tlie 
Lord into a place of rendezvous, while the bar 
was in yonder gallery."

HOW BANK TAXES WEIGH UPOH IS- 


DU8TEY. 


Banks, Inordinately taxed, recoup from their 


customers the sums to which this unskillful 
taxation subjects them. Tlielr customers, In 
turn, draw from the community with which 
they deal, prices for their merchandise enhanced 
by the discounts they pay at the bank. So th* 
tax presently falls on the consumer, and Inas- 
much as, including Idlers and non-productlvi-s, 
tho actual laborer is tho only consumer who 
pays , this tax falls entirely upon the laborer at 
last. If It wore paid by him in the first In- 
stance, it would he easier. But each Interme- 
diate party silently adds to It enough to cover 
risk and profit In dealing with it. So that It Is 
eventually paid by the producing class with 
two or three unnecessary additions to It. 


But this is not the worst of It. These taxes 


affect the rates paid for the use of money in all 
business enterprises. The taxes upon banks, 
in New York city for instance, amount to two 
per cent, of .the capital for federal taxes, and 
three and one-tenth per cent, for local taxes— 
that Is to say, over fire per centum in the whoto. 
Add the inevitable expenses of banking, book- 
keeping, rent, &o,, and it follows that tie total 
disbursements, Deluding taxes—befora .t dollar 
is earned for the stockholders- -swell to a rats 
greater than what should be tho steady Interest 
on money employed in agriculture, manufac- 
tures and commerce. 


It has been shown in respect to a bank !n 


New York city with five million dollars capital 
and one million surplus, that these have need 
Lo be loaned at about six per cent per annum 
to get revenue enough barely to pay expenses 
inu taxes. That Is to say, upon the employ- 
ment of its money at curient rates of Interest, 
-he bank makes nothing. The entire revenues 
from that quarter lire absorbed in expenses, 
with nothing left to bo divided among the 
stockholders. 


It is plain that the interest paid for money 
sed In productive Industries enhances to that 


extent the cost of production, and the commod- 
ities created under that condition go into (he 
markets of tbo world weighted with that bur- 
Ion. 


In the present dull times in England money 


is lending on commercial bills at less than 2 per 
cent per annum. Affairs ate dull enough in 
the United States, as everybody knows, yet our 
natiufacturen are paying certainly not less 
han six per cent, per annum for whatever 
noncy Is borrowed for use in their business, 
f they are not paying so much interest in tlie 
aggregate us formerly, it Is because they are 
doing much less business. But It only con- 
cerns our argument to show that In respect to 
what business they are doing, they are even 
now paying rates of interest twice as high as 
hose paid by English manufacturers. 
Mr. Spraguo used to say that fur the money 


nvested in a spindle tho American spinner 
paid $1.60 annual interest, while the English 
spinner paid only 90 cents. The difference 
•secras not much, but it weighed the American 
iroduct to that extent. 


Until' recently, our cotton goods found no 
le abroad—none to any inentlonable extent. 


English goods filled all tho markets—poorer 
goods.than ours and less stylish. In plain col- 
ons, bleached and unbleached, onr fabrics 
iad the evetier thread and were of honeslor 
make. In prints, American designs and colors 
were fairer and belter. Yet England had the 
markets. 


At the high rates they had to pay for capita! 


or current ctcdits to do business with, our 
nanufuclurers never dared lo borrow money to 
nake goods with which to contest foreign mar- 
iets. They paid six per cent., seven per cent,, 
line pei cent, per annum., and sometimes as 
ligh as one-and-a-half pel cent., per month, 
or credits with which to manufacture for tlu 
ionic trade. That was fenced ofi' for them 
igainst foreign competition by a protective tar- 
fl'. Secure in that market, they charged the 
onsumer profit enough to reimburse what they 
iad paid as inlvresl. 


It is only since the panic of 1873 that our 


manufaclumrs'of cottons have ventured Into 
orclgn 
markets. Success has been such as 


ustiiiod the strongest manufacturers, perhaps 
hoso employing their own money mainly, to 
ontinue the trade. 


Tlie markets which they sought and wore 


bus successful hi, have always been open to 
hem, hut they coulil enter them to no purpose 
vitli the cost of tlielr goods enhanced by such, 
lisbursemeats as of interest at the rates they 
lave had lo pay on the money used in their 
nanufacturc. Taxed as the banks are, it is 
ilain that they have to get a high rate of inter- 
:sL even to pay the taxes and expenses. 
Then 


hey have to g«t about as much more to earn 
vhut stockholders have bcei: ted lo regard as K 
uirreturn on capital. But both these charges, 
axes and expenses and dividends, full on such 
nanufacLurers as borrow money in their busi- 
icss. Nearly all of them borrow. 
If there be 


hose who employ their own capital cxclusive- 
y, they expect a return for it like that which 
hose get who lend to their borrowing competi- 
tors. 


What portion of the money used In inann- 


actiirlng is borrowed at bank and elsewhere, 
: is not easy to conjecture. 
But very much 


.he larger part of it no doubt is borrowed, 
'he annual value of uianufuclured products 
n 'lie United Slates as shows by the census 
870 exceed $4,200,000,000. Assume that one- 
alf of this amount be borrowed for the usual 
leriod elapsing between purchase of raw uia- 
erlals aud consumption of the finished product, 
rilh interest at rates prevailing at the census 
.ate, the annual disbursement for interest 
r'Ould be $84,000,000. 


Thus our industries have been and still are 


oadcd by prevailing methods of finance. These 
. is but reasonable to ask our legislators to m- 
estigate, and to mend them, if they be found 
aully and remediable.
